Finnish Communique; 11 Soviet

HELSINKI, Jan. 18 (AP).—The 
Finnish communique today said: 

“On the eastern frontier our 
troops repulsed Jan. 17 all enemy 
attacks northeast of Lake Ladoga. 

“In the Aittajoki and Kuhmo sec- 
tors our patrols wiped out several 
strong enemy patrols. 

“In Lapland our troops have ad- 
vanced 45 kilometers in the Salla 
sector during the past few days. 
, The enemy has been pushed back 
S from Joutsijarvi to Markajarvi, for 
possession of which fighting is pro- 
ceeding. On other sections of the 
front the day was relatively quiet. 

“Air: Jan. 17 small enemy air- 
craft detchments bombed Hanko 
and Turku in the home area. Else- 
where Lappeenranta and Koivisto 
were raided by bombers. According 
to reports so far received two per- 
s0ns were killed and four wounded 
at Lappeenranta.

JOHN HILL 


DOCTOR IN SNOW SAVES 
PUPIL FROM CHOKING 


Cuts Air Passage in. Windpipe 
as Father Holds Lad Who 
Inhaled Pencil Cap. 


Ten-year-old John Hill’s life was 
saved by an emergency operation 
performed by a school] physician 
with the lad’s father, Elmer IL. Hill, 
assisting, as snow was falling yes- 
terday afternoon in front of Flynn 
Park School in University City. 

John, a fifth-grade pupil, drew a 
bullet-shaped metal pencil cap into 
his windpipe a few minutes after 


classes resumed following “he noon 
recess. Back-slapping and efforts 
to remove it by hand were ineffec- 
tive. The boy’s breathing was shut 
off. Teachers sent an emergency 
call to a hospital nearby, and sum- 
moned John’s father, Washington 
University athletic trainer, residing 
at 7008 Forsythe boulevard, and the 
school physician, Dr. Guy N. Mag- 
ness. 

When Hill and the physician ar- 
rived, the boy was in the school- 
yard, being taken to the street to 
start for the hospital. He was un- 
able to breathe and beginning to 
turn blue, Hill related. 

The doctor found that the pen- 
cil-cap was too deeply and firmly 
lodged for removal without special 
instruments. As they reached his 
machine, he dug into his emergen- 
cy bag for a scalpel, turned to Hill 
and said, “There’s only one thing 
left to do. Is it all right?” 

It was, of course. Hill supported 
his son’s body while the physician 
made a tiny slit in the windpipe 
to admit air below the obstruction. 

The effect was immediate. The 
emergency call was canceled, and, 
Hill driving, they took John’ to 
Children’s Hospital, which has 
equipment for the “bronchoscopic 
operation then required. 

There the cap, which, with 
breathing stress eliminated, had 
slipped down to the left lung, was 
removed with the aid of the 
bronchoscope. The physician saw 
the boy today, and reported his con- 
dition was “fine.” But, he insisted, 
the same procedure in a similar sit- 
uation might not have turned out 
so well. “We were lucky,” he said.

S E C Trying to Determine

WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—At least 
$85,000 went into the slush fund of 
the Union Electric Co, of Missouri, 
it has been discovered following 
disclosure of $60,000 of the fund 
last week by Hermann Spoehrer, 
former secretary and director of 
the company. 

(It was erroneously stated in 
earlier editions of the Post-Dispatch 
that the $85,000 was in addition to 
the first $60,000.) 

The total of about $85,000 was de- 
rived in large part from refunds or 
cash disbursements to the company 
in connection with insurance poli- 
cies, The first account of the $60,- 
000 was given by Spoehrer in a 
sworn statement to the Securities 
and Exchange Commission~ early 
this month. Shortly after Spoehrer 
made his statement hé was dis- 
missed by President: William Mc- 
Clellan of Union Electric from his 
$12,000-a-year position as: secretary 
and director of Union Electric Co:

The $85,000 
represents payments returned to 
Spoehrer in connection with the 
company’s insurance policies, Much 
of the money was delivered to 
Spoehrer in cash and he has said 
that he turned ‘the funds over to a 
superior officer who had instructed 
him to handle the transactions in 
that manner. Official company 
records then would contain no men- 
tion of.receipt or disposition of the 
money. 


It is understood that the SEC in- 
vestigation, which has been under 
way for more than a year, is now 
directed in part toward determin- 
ing how the huge slush funds were 
expended. As has been told, the 
company for years engaged in ex- 
tensive political activity and legis- 
lative lobbying.

It was 5 below zero in the city 
at 1 p. m., and 2.1 inches of snow had 
fallen in 24 hours, it was reported 
at. the Weather Bureau. At Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field it was 3 below 
zero at 8 o’clock this morning, and 
4 below at 1 o’clock this afternoon, 
The 24-hour snowfall at the airport 
was 3.1 inches. 

The forecast for St. Louis and 
vicinity was 8 below zero tonight, 
with clear weather. 

The snow storm whipped across 
Missouri yesterday and last night 
before a northwest wind, reaching 
blizzard: proportions. With temp- 
eratures faling steadily this morn- 
ing) the snow had stopped here 
and in the northern and western 
sections of the State. At 8 a. m. it 
was-147 below zero at Maryville, Mo., 
13 below at St. Joseph, 11 below at 
Hannibal, 8 below at Macon and 7 
below at Kansas City. 


Airlines and passenger trains 
here operated virtually «cn schedule 
despite the snow and cold. With 
clearing weather in the north ind 
west it was expected that transport 
planes would continue flying today. 
Passenger trains were not more 
than 20 minutes late, with one ex- 
ception, at Union Station this morn- 
ing and made all connections, The 
exception was the L. & N. accommo- 
dation train from Evansville, Ind., 
which was five hours late. Kero- 
sene flares were burned under 
switch points in the Union Station 
yards to keep switches thawed out. 

Director of Streets and Sewers 
Frank J. McDevitt said his de- 
partment sent out 17 snow plows 
early today and had 200 men at 
work clearing away the snow.

POWDER PLANT BLOWS 
UP, ROCKS LONDON 


Five Killed—Many Think Ex- 
plosions Are Air Raid, 
Run to Shelters. 


LONDON, Jan. 18 (AP).—A series 
of rapid-fire explosions in the Royal 
Gunpowder Factory at Waltham 
Abbey this morning killed five 
men and injured many workers, 
The blasts broke windows over a 
radius of six miles and were felt 
20 miles away, many ceilings fell. 
There were many minor casualties 


due to falling debris. 

The Ministry . of Supply an- 
nounced the casualties several 
hours after the explosions, but it 
was not until tonight that officials 
disclosed the name of the 
factory. The plant is about 12 
miles north of the center of Lon- 


don. 
Police said the blasts were acci- 
dental and involved “no enemy ac- 


tion.”

Many: civilians fled to air: raid 
shelters when the explosions were 
heard, believing the city was be- 
ing. bombed.

A woman two miles from the 
plant described the blast as “a ter- 
rible boom as though a bomb had 
dropped in our front garden.

NEW YORK, Jan. 18 (AP)—A 
segment of chicken heart which 


Dr. Alexis Carrel nopes to make 
immortal observed its twenty-eighth 
birthday yesterday in a test tube in 
the Rockefeller Institute of Medi- 
cal Research. 
The “perpetual” heart, a scientific 
achievement because it has almost 
tripled :the life expectancy of the 
average chicken’s ticker, has been 
kept alive by Dr. Carrel at the In- 
stitute since Jan. 17, 1912. : 
A report that the piece of heart 
had “died” brought an indignant 
denial from Waldo Flinn, associate 
business manager of the institute. 
“It’s doing as well as ever,” he said, 
adding that the experiment was 
being continued by associates of 
Dr. Carrel, now in France. 
Physiologists believe the heart 
fragment, which doubles in size 
every 48 hours, may live forever 
if adequately nourished. It has an 
easy life and no strain.

Spoehrer’s status will be determined 
on the facts available at that time, 
explained McClellan, who said 
Spoehrer might have “a good 
chance” to come back to the com- 
pany, though hardly again as sec- 
retary. 

McClellan added that he felt the 
suspension should not deter em- 
ployes from making disclosures. 
The managerial problem’ involved 
in the question of retaining a man 
in executive position, he remarked, 
would not enter into the. case of 
employes taking orders rather than 
giving them,

The first defense witness was 
Max Lane, a relief order writer, 
who is charged with conspiracy to 
defraud in another indictment nam- 
ing Ulrich, Mrs. Reiff and four 
others. He testified that Mrs. Toth 
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had full authority to issue relief 
checks after they were signed in 
blank by Ulrich during his weekly 
visits to the office. On her sta- 
tionery, he said, she was desig-

Digest of Evidence to Be Filed 
Jan. 25—Money Ordered 
Returned. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 18 
(AP).—A digest of evidence in the 
$9,000,000 Missouri fire insurance 
rate case will be filed Jan. 25 in 
Federal Court by Paul V. Barnett, 
special commissioner.

Family to 
Fight Move 
Trustee Claims Disposal of 

Club Would Benefit Es- 


tate—All Stock to Be 
Sold in a Single Block. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18 (AP). — The 
First National Bank of Chicago, 
executor of the estate of J. Louis 
Comiskey, filed a petition in pro- 
bate court today seeking permis- 
sion to sell the Chicago White Sox 
baseball club. : 

Comiskey, who died July 18, 
1939, named the bank as trustee 
of his estate, which was left in 
trust for Mrs, Comiskey and their 
three children, 

The petition, filed before Judge 


John F. O’Connell, said sale of the 
club would be in the best interests 
of the estate. The request was 
based on the belief that the busi- 
ness is “hazardous, the income 
therefore uncertain and its stock 
is unsuitable as a trust investment,” 

The court was asked to order 
that the stock be sold in one block, 
Of the 7500 shares, the estate owns 
all but 50 which are held by vice- 
president Harry Grabiner. 

Judge O'Connell set Feb. 29 for 
a hearing. 

Thomas J. Sheehan, attorney for 
Mrs. Comiskey, said the proposed 
sale would be contested, according 
to The Tribune. 

“We are prepared to fight this 
move to the utmost,” he said. “The 
Comiskey family wants to retain 
possession of the White Sox.” 

The club has been in the Comis- 
key family since the formation of 
the American League. It was pure 
chased by Charles A. Comiskey, 
“the Old Roman,” and he operated 
it until his death in 1931, when his 
son, J. Louis, took it over. 

Under the terms of J. Louis 
Comiskey’s will, the bank was di< 
rected to operate the club until his 
son, Charles Comiskey II, reached 
21 provided the‘stock had not been 
sold during thé interval. The son 
now is 13. His sisters are Dorothy, 
22, and Gracie Lou, 18. 

Comiskey expressed a desire in 
his will that the club remain in the 
family but gave the trustee power 
to sell if such action were deemed 
“prudent and desirable.” 

The bank must seek approval 
from the American League as well 
as the court inasmuch as the 
league reserves the right to pass 
on the eligibility of bidders. 
Attorney Sheehan said the White 
Sox club was entirely free of debt,

Here to Stay. 


THE TROUBLES of the horse 
race starter appear to be ended, 
Henceforth he' will be spared 
some of the profoundest and most 
earnest anathemas ever pro- 
nounced against a sports official. 
Bad starts in the past have 
caused curs both loud and deep; 
even riots have resulted there- 
from. The integrity of the offi- 
cial has been doubted because of 
them. 

But now the new starting gate 
seems to have cleared up all that. 
The Puett gate saves the starter 
of today from error. At least 
that’s the conclusion we reach 
after reading the following from 
Frank Ortell, an experienced and 
conservative observer of races: 

“The Puett gate is proving a 
big hit at Hialeah. It perfects 

straighter starts and eliminates 
delays. Races now are run to 
scheduled post time. 

“During the first four days of 
the Hialeah meet 32 races were 
started and the time required 

was only 18% minutes or less 
than half a minute average. 
This included a seven-minute 
delay when Supremador ran off 
before the start of the Inaugu- 
ral, 

“Before the advent of the Puett 
gate there would be delays-of 10 
and even 15 minutes occasionally 
and even then the field got away 
in sections.” 

The starting gate therefore re- 
moves one element of chance for 
the man who likes to pick win- 
ners.

Appeals Court Remands Case 
of 5 Sentenced in Beating 
of Mobile Editor. — 


NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 18 (AP).— 
The Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals 
yesterday reversed and remanded 
the “freedom of the press” case 
under which five Mobile (Ala.) 
persons were convicted of conspir- 
acy, to intimidate Henry P. Ewald, 
former executive of the Mobile 
Press-Register. 

In setting aside the convictions, 
the court held that demurrers at- 
tacking the indictment as not alleg- 
ing an offense against the United 
States should have been granted 


instead of being overruled. 


The demurrers asserted “the right 


Siof free speech and free press is 


not secured by the Constitution and 
laws of the United States against 
infraction by individuals, but only 
by Federal or state action.” 

The Government contended that 
the defendants conspired to intimi- 
date Ewald, who was conducting a 
campaign against gambling, by 
photographing and beating him at 
the home of a woman last Feb. 14. 

Indictments were brought under 
Title 18, Section 51 of the United 
States Code, whieh prohibits con- 
spiracy for intimidation of “any 
citizen in the free exercise of . . 
or enjoyment of any right or privi- 
lege securdti to him by the Consti- 
tution of the United States.” 

Defendants were Sam Powe, Mo- 
bile political figure; John Powe, 
his brother; Peter Crolich, former 
barroom operator; George McKen- 
zie, in whose house Ewald was 
beaten, and McKenzie’s wife, Mi- 
riam.

Indeed, every sound plan for a 
military operation begins with 
what is called an “estimate of the 
situation”"—which is nothing more 
than the weighing, as to the sev- 
eral courses open to the com- 
mander, of the respective risks 
against the respective advantages 
thereof. 

To the over-cautious leader, the 
risks are likely to loom greater 
than the advantages}, with the over- 
bold. the risks are likely to be 
minimized.

The German military mind tends 
to very careful calculation of risks 
in advance, leaving boldness al- 
most entirely to the realm of ex- 
ecution of plans.

Not Lost: One Referendum. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
JE would like to inform you that the 
campaign for a merit system for 
Missouri is far from being lost, strayed 
or stolen, as you implied in your edi- 
torial last Thursday, “Lost or Strayed: 
One Referendum.” Ever since the Mis- 
souri Legislature adjourned without 
taking action on the Civil Service Bill, 
the Missouri League of Women Voters 
has been earnestly considering ways and 
means of establishing the merit system 
in this State. 

At its June meeting, the State Board 
of Directors of the League discussed 
the three ways to accomplish this. First, 
by means of a direct vote of the people 
through the initiative process. Second, 
through a revised Constitution drafted by 
the constitutional convention which we 
hope will meet in 1942. Third, by an- 
other bill in the Legislature. 

Last fall, delegates from all parts of 
the State at the annual League Program 
Conference agreed to try to secure the 
merit system by the initiative, provided 
the League could obtain sufficient sup- 
port from other organizations and inter- 
ested citizens and adequate funds for 
such a campaign. 

The League has 
with the Missouri 
Merit System and 
ganizations. 

For some time, a committee has been 
drafting a constitutional amendment pro- 
viding for a civil service system. You 
will realize that this entails much work, 
since such an amendment must be short 
enough to be intelligible to the voters 
but detailed enough to prevent any loop- 
holes. This committee has practically 
finished its work. ; 

We have not informed the public or 
the press of this groundwork, as we 
believe it was not newsworthy. 

Now, large funds must be raised. The

A CITY DISILLUSIONED. 

In the long annals of St. Louis, it is doubtful if 
there has ever been so shocking a story of official 
perfidy as that confessed ‘by Henry J. Gerling, pre- 
sented in detail and at length in yesterday's Post-Dis- 
patch. Citizens are discussing it with a sense of 
amazement and dismay, rather than in vengeful 
spirit. For this is no ordinary betrayal of trust. 
It is a profoundly disturbing symptom of disregard 
for sacred obligations in one of society's loftiest func- 
tions, the task of supervising the education of youth. 

What does it signify when a Superintendent of 
Schools, one of the community’s most respected fig- 
ures, confesses that over a lengthy period he has 
taken money confided to him for the relief of chil- 
dren who came breakfastless to School, and has 
used that money to gamble in stocks and in real 
estate? It signifies that in a high place, where there 
should have been moral leadership and impeccable 
administration of a trust, there has been an ethical 
destitution that today grieves and shames St. Louis. 

The city is disillusioned, yes, but not only by the 
sordid story of Dr. Gerling. For he was only one 
unit in a system of exploitation that has ridden the 
St. Louis public schools these many years. Rarely has 
membership on the Board of Education been assumed 
with the conviction, expressed by Grover Cleveland, 
that “public office is a public trust.” Rather, it has 
been viewed as a position where the incumbent might 
ply his business more profitably, might wring cash 
returns from his official connection, often with utter 
disregard for educational welfare. 

Among the heads of school departments and their 
subordinates, a similar mercenary attitude has pre- 
vailed, or a shiftless neglect of duty. The result is 
the long series of disclosures about payrol] padding, 
disappearance of books and supplies, waste, extrava- 
gance, even embezzlement, that has horrified citizens 
of St. Louis in recent months. 

A major utility scandal is now making headlines, 
but no disclosures in such a field can compare in 
ignominy with corruption in the sacred offices of 
education. Education has been traditionally a thing 
apart, a virtual high and holy priesthood, where de- 
votion to the principles of society is both taught and 
practiced as a duty. 

What can be the effect of such appalling disclos- 
ures as these upon the impressionable minds of a 
city’s school children? If we are developing a gen- 
eration of hard-boiled cynics, instinctively distrust- 
ing the motiyes of all comers, ready to grab when- 
ever the grabbing seems good, it need not be sur- 
prising. 

The whole shameful story of deception and treach- 
ery indicates one of democracy’s greatest dangers— 
the retreat of its leadership from the moral princi- 
ples that have enabled an orderly society to survive. 
The Chicago Daily News, in an editorial a few days 
ago lamenting the decline of ethical standards in 
“Our need 
is not for more laws, or better laws, or new devices 
and controls, but for a revival of the sense of com- 
mon honesty.” 

The people lose faith in their leadership when 
the dishonor of public obligations becomes known. It 
was loss of faith in leadership that caused European 
nations to junk their democratic governments and 
seek salvation in tyranny. Before we expend our 
energies in deploring the fate of Europe’s democra- 
cies, let us get to work cutting out the rotten spots 
in our own institutions. 

The story of Henry J. Gerling is literally an epic 
of tragedy. Its recital is an occasion for mourning 
as much as condemnation. Civic alertness can yet 
restore the edifice of confidence and honor which 
is toppling to the ground.

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ANOTHER STATE MACHINE FALTERS. 

Groggy from the pounding they have had from 
the Department of Justice, the heirs to the Huey 
Long machine in Louisiana failed to show their 
usual strength in the party primaries Tuesday. 

In spite of the strong-arm support of Mayor 
Maestri’s machine in. New Orleans, Earl K. Long, 
colorless brother of the State Kingfish, polled only 
about 40 per cent of the votes cast in the Demo- 
cratic primary. He faces a run-off Feb. 20 with 
Sam H. Jones, an attorney and a newcomer to poli- 
tics, whose rallying cry was, “Throw the thieves out.” 

Whatever the outcome of the gubernatorial runoff, 
a great deal has been accomplished already in the 
apparent nomination of an anti-Long Attorney-Gen- 
eral and of a more independent Legislature. 

If Jones is able to appropriate a major part of the 
strength of the three other anti-Long candidates who 
were eliminated in Tuesday's voting, he will win. 
Jones is running on a platform calling for thorough- 
going reforms. Whether or not he would be able 
to carry out his whole program, a mere change 
of administrations would have a very healthful ef- 
fect in a State where graft has been so omnipresent 
that the public’ is refused access to many official 
records. 

A victory for Jones would end the reign in State 
affairs of the New Orleans Mayor, for whom Earl 
Long is a mere stooge, and whose political record 
is inseparably bound up with that of former Gov. 
Leche, Seymour Weiss, Abe Shushan and other 
members of the machine who have been convicted 
or face trial on various charges in Federal Court. 

The Federal Government has deposed all the 
other key figures in the machine. The voters of 
Louisiana, unless they really like being the victims 
of political freebootery, should take care of Maestri 
and his front man next month.

Tariff-making is necessarily 
an administrative matter. In view of the swift 
changes which nations make overnight in their trade 
policies, and considering the drastic fluctuations in 
international exchange, the job must be left to ex- 
perts, whose sole business is to keep themselves 
informed on the subject, 

The essential flexibility cannot be attained if 
each change has to be the result of congressional 
deliberation. While the Trade Agreements Act has 
never come specifically before the Supreme Court, the 
constitutionality of laws delegating the tariff-making 
function to the Tariff Commission has been upheld. 
From the constitutional point of view, there does not 
seem to be any difference between authorizing the 
State Department to frame tariffs and authorizing 
the Tariff Commission to do the same thing.” 

The real criticism to which the present administra- 
tion is subject is not that it has done too much to 
reduce trade barriers, but that it has not done 
enough. If any hopeful peace is to be made when 
the present wars are over, the United States will 
have to do much more than it has yet done to relieve 
the economic pressures which make for international 
conflict. 

On a subject in which the issues are as clear as 
they are in this case, it does not become Congress to 
quibble over vague technicalities. A Congressman is 
either for a reduction of our trade barriers or he is

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WHEN THE IMPERIAL VALLEY SECEDED. 

Gen. Pelham Glassford, who distinguished himself 
for level-headedness and respect for human rights 
during the bonus army encampment at the national 
capital, was on the stand before the La Follette 
Civil Liberties Committee in Ios Angeles yesterday. 
He told about conditions among migratory farm 
workers in California’s Imperial Valley, and it was 
a dismaying story that came from his lips. 

Going. back to the beginning of the trouble, Gen. 
Glassford said it resulted from the failure of em- 
ployers “to fulfill their agreement with agricultural 
workers to organize the workers into a union.” 
With this pledge broken, Communist leaders came 
into the section and took advantage of widespread 
discontent. Though there was no basis for them, 
stories of plots to blow up bridges and other acts 
of violence were spread by employers in retaliation. 

Persons who were bold enough to enter the valley 
in the cause of civil liberties were dealt with sum- 
marily. One lawyer, who sought to assemble workers 
for a meeting at Brawley, was taken into the desert 
and robbed of his shoes and his auto, which was 
wrecked in a river. Another lawyer, who went to 
obtain the release of men, women and children jailed 
in wholesale arrests, was beaten. And so on. 

One part of Gen. Glassford’s testimony requires 
further inquiry. This was his statement that Chester 
Williams of the American Civil Liberties Union, now 
an Assistant Commissioner of Education in the In- 
‘terior Department, was in.a group which “attempted 
to make the Imperial Valley a sort of proving Broup 
for revolutionary activity.” This does not square 
with the well-established purposes and work of the 
A. C. L. U. It certainly should be clarified. 

But the net effect of Gen. Glassford’s testimony 
is such as seriously to raise the question whether 
‘the Imperial Valley was a part of the United States 
in those days. Quite obviously, the guarantees of 
the American Constitution were not in force, So far 
as the dispossessed Joads of the lettuce fields were 
concerned, the Bill of Rights didnot, for the time 
at least, exist. If proof were needed that the most 
important job before Americans is to clean up their 
own house, it has been provided by Gen. Glassford. 
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Postmaster-General Farley says Mr. Roosevelt will 
not. run again unless drafted, and David Lawrence's 
United States News predicts the President will an- 
nounce, either on Jan, 20 or March 4, that he does

Why a Newcomer Likes St. Louis 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T this New Year, I resigned a good posi- 
Aton as Western representative of a 

large Eastern manufacturer, to settle 
permanently in St. Louis and join a good 
local contracting and engineering organiza- 
tion. I had a free choice of cities in which 
to locate, and I deliberately chose St. Louis 
for reasons given below, which may interest 
your readers in view of the wide attention 
recently given to the smoke evil and other 
undesirable features of life in this city. 

My work during the past 10 years has 
taken me into practically every city in the 
country. I was brought up in New England, 
and have also lived in New York, Phila- 
delphia and Cleveland. I moved my family 
to St. Louis’ suburbs four years ago, I be- 
lieve, therefore, that I can analyze St. 
Louis’ good and bad points with a proper 
perspective. 

To start with the worst point, I must 
admit that this city has almost the worst 
climate of all of our large cities, and is 
certainly the smokiest and dirtiest. If 
climate alone were to be the deciding factor, 
I would choose Boston or Seattle, and care- 
fully avoid all the cities along the Ohio 
and Mississippi Rivers and the Gulf. (I 
should mention that I am in the refrigera- 
tion and air-conditioning business, which 
gives me a rather special attitude toward 
hot and humid summer climate.) 


It is depressing . and uncomfortable to 
live in this city’s opaque and bad-tasting 
winter air, but it has its consolations. It 
is good to know that smoke coming out 
of factory chimneys means that men are on 
payrolls. Another thing—it costs only half 
as much to heat my house as it did in 
New England. 

I believe St. Louis will materially im- 
prove the smoke situation over the next few 
years. The Smoke Abatement Commission, 
the Mayor’s committee and the committee 
of the engineering societies are doing ex- 
cellent work, and their efforts will in time 
result in fuel improvement, better habits 
of firing and better equipment used for 
heating. Mark Twain's “Life on the Mis- 
sissippi” tells us that it was just as bad in 
Civil War days, and the habits of genera- 
tions are not lightly changed. 

In choosing a place to live, the strong- 
est consideration is the kind of people 
found there. It is not accidental that St. 
Louis lacks a flavor or attributes, such as 
we associate with San , New Or- 
leans, Chicago or Boston. The people of 
St. Louis represent a remarkably true aver- 


age of the regional populations of all the 
Onited States, 


The St. Louisan has some of the vigor 


and efficiency of the Northeasterner, some | 
of the Westerner’s openness and a pleasant | 


share of the Southerner’s courtesy and easy- 
going nature. He ‘is prudent and thrifty, 
He builds for permanence and utility.

middle-class. It is wholesome that the Gov- 
ernor of the State should be a farmer, rep- 
resentative of the true aristocracy. 

In spite of the lack of what we may call 
the aristocratic class, there always seem to 
be public-spirited citizens who will step for- 
ward and do the necessary chores of public 
service, usually in an unobtrusive manner. 
(This unobtrusiveness is in the St. Louis 
tradition. It is hard to think of another 
city which so consistently hides its light 
under a bushel.) 

St. Louis labor is strongly organized. As 
a result, the standard of living is high. 
There isn’t the proportion of abject and 
grinding poverty which is to be found, for 
example, in such cities as Evansville, Ind., 
where labor unions are notoriously out of 
favor. St. Louis will probably lose some 
of its industries to such cities, but there are 
compensating advantages. I think that any 
city is better off to be composed of a large 
and healthy middle-class group, rather than 
to offer an extreme spread between top and 
bottom, with nothing much between. 
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It is doubtful if St. Louis will ever sky- 
rocket as Detroit did, by -virtue of the 
rapid expansion of mass-production indus- 
tries. It should instead enjoy a steady 
growth, without serious growing pains. It 
is strategically located for national distribu- 
tion, at the crossroads of an entire conti- 
nent, and very near the center of popula- 
tion of the United States. 

Business can operate in St. Louis with 
reasonable efficiency. Fuel and power are 
cheap. rtation facilities are excel- 
Ient, Skilled labor is available*in quantity. 
The city administration seems to me above 
the average in competence and honesty. 

On the personal side, I ltke a city where 
the cost of living is moderate, where beer 
and liquor are only moderately taxed, where 
gasoline is cheap, where I can see good

Finns Better Equipped. 


The Finns have welcomed the 
coldest weather in 25 years. They 
have reason to believe that their 
men at the front are better pre- 
pared for it than their enemy. The 
equipment and clothing of Rus- 
sian prisoners foster this belief. 

The Finnish soldier has a supe- 
riority in this comparison-by his 
heavy Loots, multiplé woolen socks, 
heavy uniform, sheepskin coat and, 
in many cases, the stamina of an 
athlete who is accustomed _. to 
spending the week end in a bliz- 
zard for the fun of it. 


Finland’s soldiers -nd civilians 
must and do endure hardships un- 
precedented in modern war but 
one thing appears certain—they 
won’t weaken for lack of food. 

This correspondent has eaten 
his way across Finland from the 
Bothnian Gulf to the Karelian 
Isthmus war zone, taking food as 
it comes, and nowhere, whether in 
city or ‘village, whether in peace- 
ful hours or in air raid excitement, 
did he find anything but good food 
and plenty of it. 

The reason for this is that Fin- 
land was a big exporter of food- 
stuffs until hostilities began, par- 
ticularly tutter and bacon. Now 
there is a surplus, which means a 
loss to producers but insures the 
army and the people against actual 
hunger regardless of what other 
handicaps abound. 

Production in 1937. 

In 1937, for instance, Finland 
produced 60,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter, 20,000,000 pounds of cheese and 
35,000,000 pounds of eggs. The re- 
sult is that even in places where 
one would be glad to encounter a 
mere sandwich one can have ham 
and eggs with plenty of bread and 
butter.

BRITISH PUT EMBARGO |:

Jan. 18 (AP).—The 
Government today announced that 
British purchases of American to- 
bacco had been halted early in the 
war and that a mission was being 
sent to buy Turkish tobacco in- 
stead. 

“The need for concentrating avail- 
able dollar resources of this coun- 
try on the purchase of commodities 
essential to the war made it neces- 
sary to stop the purchases of to- 
bacco in the United States shortly 
after the outbreak of war,” Maj. 
Gwilym Lloyd George, secretary of 
the Board of Trade, told the House 
of Commons.

the old days of Prussian militaris- 
tic domination, It ‘s splendidly 
armed, superbly. equipped, trained 
to utilize all the newest wrinkles 
of modern mechanized warfare. 
But. those years when Germany's 
army totaled a puny 100,000 men 
or thereabouts instead of the huge 
masses of the Kaiser's day—when 
its officer corps was equally puny 
in comparison with what it had 
been in the imperial era—have cut 
deeply, French experts and others 
believe, into Nazi Germany’s war- 


time efficiency. 

By what magic can even the 
most militaristic . government: in 
Berlin fill the yawning gaps caused 
by the absence, from Germany's 
present-day army, of that genera-’ 
tion of! Junkers now working in 
banks and insurance agencies, on 
farms and plantations, all over the 
world? 

“It can’t be done,” is the answer 
of the French to their own ques- 
tion. And tke conviction that the 
old super-efficient super-militaristic 
German officer corps has no 
worthy successor in the German 
army of today bolsters French con- 
fidence and steels French nerves 
as the armies of irance wait be- 
hind their Maginot line for the new 
German offiter corps to summon 
its rank and file from the shelter 
of the West wall and hurl them 
once more into battle.

of the Northern part of the North 
Sea must be made absolute—a task 
never accomplished in the last war 
—for the lines of communication of 
an expeditionary force cannot, 
without undue risk, be subject even 
to the occasional interruptions 
which may be borne in the case of 
commercial traffic, 


As to both Scandinavia’ and the} 


Balkans, it must be remembered 
that the Allies will be conducting 
eccentric operations, that is, they 
will be working on exterior lines, 
leaving to Germany the advantages 
of interior lines and a central posi- 
tion. 

It is this advantage which has 
enabled Finland to deal so faith- 
fully with the Russian columns of 
invasion; it was this advantage 
which was one of Germany’s chief 
strategic assets in the last war. 


Problem of Air Power. 


It remains, of course, to be seen 
how far modern air power has al- 
tered the old conditions, how far its 
calculated and intelligent use may 
tend to check that rapidity of 


movement and concentration which } 


is necessary in order to reap the 
full advantage of the interior posi- 
tion as against an exterior foe 
whose lines of operations are not’ 
so vulnerable. 

Which is another way of saying 
that once Allied air power is estab- 
lished in Swe. 4.1, if it can be main- 
tained, it will certainly be a thorn 
in Germany’s side when it comes 
to concentrating its armies at any 
threatened point of its frontier ex- 
cept perhaps in the South. On the 
other hand, will Great Britain and 
France ever be able.to detach 
enough air power from the triple 
obligation of home defense, the 
Western front and imperial de- 
fense to make such a great diver- 
sion in the North worthwhile? 

A weak effort, doomed to defeat 
before it begins, had far better 
never be made. 

The same observation applies to 
premature moves on the chess- 


board of war. Time and space | 


factors were never more important 
in war than they are today, when 
war moves so swiftly and when 
the consequences of error may so 
quickly become irretrievable. Of 
no human activity t.ore than mod- 
ern war may it better be remarked: 
“There is a tide in the affairs of 
men which taken at its flood leads 
on to fortune.” | | 

The seizure of- opportunity, the 
swift concentration of superior 
force at the decisive time and 
place—in a word, the well-calcu- 
lated taking of risks, and the will- 
ingness to take them when oppor- 
tunity beckons—this is the soul of 
modern tactics and of modern 
strategy. 


Must Win or Else. 


Germany, weighing the chances 
of a great air attack against Great 
Britain, knows that it must win 
with it; for if Germany loses the 
greater part of its air force, ex- 
hausts much of its precious war re 
serve of aviation gasoline and fails 
to achieve victory in the process, it 
is defeated indeed. 

The Allies, -veighing the chances 
of offensive as against defensive 
war, of eccentric as against con- 
centrated operations, know that 
the}, too, cannot afford undue risk 
or bad timing, and must carefully 
balance the gisk of allowing Ger- 
many to have time to open up Rus- 
sian supply sources against the 
risk of m'‘itary defeat as @ conse- 
quence of too great dispersion of 
force or of ill-considered actions. 

Whatever they do must be done 
as the result of @ thorough and 
competent estimate of the situa- 
tion, not as the result of impatience 
or unbridled energy on the part of 
civilian ministers or the public,

war are difficult enough to bear; 
the consequences of defeat would

Why Itching 
Is a Puzzle 
To Doctors 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


HAVE before me ‘a very inter- 

esting article, writen by one of 

the most famous dermatologists 
in the United States, on the sub- 
ject of itching. In spite of the fact 
that he is very experienced in di- 
seases of the skin, he confesses that 
he doesn’t know what is the cause 
of this common symptom. 

We know that itching, like pain, 
is due to irritation of a nerve, but 
we are ignorant of exactly what 
causes ordinary sensations of feel- 
ing to become painful. Why should 
an inflammation of the skin at one 
time cause itching and at another 
time pain? 

Nearly any abnormal irritation 
in the skin will cause itching. The 
injection of a small amount of ma- 
terial from the mosquito’s salivary 
gland, the burrowing of the scabies 
insect in the skin itself, the reac- 
tion of the skin to food sensitivity, 
as in eczema, will all do it. 

A common cause not usually re- 
membered is atrophy of the skin 
and removal] of the natural secre- 
tions by too much soap and water. 
In winter weather, especially, elder- 
ly people should remember this. 
They are often troubled by itching 
when they are certain there is no 
inflammation or insect as the cause 
of it. In these people it can be 
seen that the skin is thin and dry. 
It is - rong to prolong the habit 
of taking a daily bath in middle 
age, especially in winter, as this 
irritates an already atrophic skin. 


* 

PHYSIOLOGICAL itching is com- 
mon to all animals, especially those 
who are hairy or feathered. If you 
will sit quietly and fix your atten- 
tion upon some part of your skin, 
you are almost certain to become 
conscious of a slight intrusive irri- 
tation at this point, a prickling sen- 
sation, and the longer it lasts the 
more it demands attention. You 
pass your finger-nail over the ir- 
ritated point and it is gone. What 
was it? Was it pain? If uneasi- 
ness is pain, yes. If desire is pain, 
yes. If the inclination to stretch 
the limbs, wink the eyes or eat is 
pain, so is this desire to scratch. 

Itching is a sensation which ir 
specific to the skin. When the eye 
is irritated, it responds not by 
pain but by sensations of sight— 
flashes, etc. 

The treatment of itching is, of 
course, the treatment of the cause, 
The destruction of the scabies in- 
sect or of the bedbug is a campaign 
that confronts many of us during 
the winter months especially. Of all 
the remedies which are used for 
itching, the best is probably cam- 
phor. It is cooling and anesthetiz- 
ing—in fact, has been called the 
“morphine of the skin.”

With 
the aid of your physician discover 
what the sluggish child lacks and 
feed it to him. 

Little girls can be taught health 
rules by playing up to their vanity. 
Tell them that this food makes 
their.eyes beautiful. A big salad of 
fruit gives them lovely skin. Raw 
vegetables, or cooked vegetables 


provides them with the energy to 
grow big like mother and as pretty 
as their favorite screen star! Teach 
them that beauty can only be 
gained through correct eating, and 
exercise, work and rest. 

I know a mother; a very modern 
mother who has label certain 
menu items—“For strong muscles.” 
“For good teeth.” “For eye beauty,” 
etc. She then permits her two 
children, a girl and a boy, to select 
the food they want to eat. Junior, 
training for his neighborhood base- 
ball ‘team, naturally goes in for: all 
the he-man menus, and little daugh- 
ter (who is just learning that wom- 
en should be beautiful) selects the 
beauty foods..

easily, are bad-tempered and com- 
plaining, are usually tired children. 
“But this child does nothing but 
go to school, practice a little, play 
some, study her lessons and go to 
b How can she be tired?” 

I have found that some of these 
crying, complaining children, some 
of the sulky ones, work 16 hours 
a day, rising at six and getting to 
bed at 10, doing lessons all day. 
That would lay a day laborer low. 

I have found little children of 
six years of age so tired that they 
could scarcely keep back the tears. 
They lived up to every ounce of 
energy they possessed. They rose 
early and turned on the radio and 
listened eagerly. They ate a scant 
breakfast and ran to school. Here 
they worked—and remember that 
school children work hard—then 
they played hard, raced home and 
had a bite to eat, raced back to 
school for more play and more 
work. In the afternoon more play. 
more lessons, more radio. Guests 
came in and there was noise and 
excitement. The child went to 
r.eep when the grownups slept. 
Any child subjected to that kind 
of program will crack under it. 
One day there will be a scene; and 
that is what “suddenly” means. 

Nothing comes suddenly. Each 
day’s experience a child meets sets 
the stage for the next day’s be- 
havior and experience. It is only 
by careful day-by-day teaching and 
guidance that we can hold a child 
to a healthy and thrifty growth, All 
growth and development come out 
of. a slow process, and the result 
is good or bad according to the 
nature of the child’s daily experi- 
ence,
